35 U.S.C. S 371(c) requires the filing of the following: (1) the national fee; (2) a copy of the 
international application, unless already sent by the International Bureau, and an English translation if filed in another 
language; (3) amendments under PCT Article 19, with a translation into English if made in another language; (4) an oath 
or declaration; and (5) a translation into English of any annexes to the international preliminary examination report, if such 
annexes were made in another language. 37 CFR 1. 97(b)(2). )
